Frankfort, Ky., April 17.—The Franklin 
county grand jury this afternoon returned 
indictments against ten persons, charg- 
ing them with complicity in the murder 
of William Goebel. The principals named 
are E. Youtsey, dames Howard, 
Berry Howard, Horland Whittaker and 
‘Tallow Dick’’ Combs, colored. Those in- 
dicted as accessories before the fact are 
Secretary of State Powers, Captain John 
ex-Secretary of State 
Charles Finley, W. H. Culton and F. 
Wharton Golden. In the indictment re- 
lating to the alleged accessories three 
other men are indirectly referred to as 
accessories, though no indictments were 
reported against them. They are Gov- 
ernor W..8. Taylor, Green Golden and 
Captain John Davis. 

The indictments were reported at 4:50 
this afternoon. Henry E. Youtsey, who 
is mentioned as the first principal, was 
a clerk of office of State Auditor Sweeney. 
Youtsey was the first named in the case 
by Wharton Golden,, the star witness for 
the prosecution at the examining trial 
of Caleb Powers. Jim and Berry Howard 
are cousins and mountaineers of note in 
connection with the old Howard feud. 
They were with the men alleged to have 
been brought here by the Powers broth- 
ers and Finley and others on the ‘‘ex- 
cursion of mountaineers.’’ 

Harland Whittaker lived in Butler, Gov- 
ernor Taylor’s home county, and is al- 
leged to have been in the room in the 
executive building from which the shot

tain men. Caleb Powers is the republi-

under the former republican state ad- 
ministration when W. O. Bradley was gov- 
ernor. Charles Finley is now in In- 
dianapolis, having gone there just before 
the warrant charging him with com- 
plicity was sworn out six weeks ago. W. 
H. Culton was also a clerk in the office 
of Auditor Sweeney. Wharton Golden 
Wks a member of the Taylor state guard 
and claimed to turn state’s evidence on 
the stand in the examining trial of Caleb 
Powers, when he recited what he claimed 
to be the inside facts relating to the al- 
leged conspiracy to murder Goebel and 
enough of the democratic members of 
the legislature to give the republicans a 
majority.

Text of Indictment. 
The indtctment closes as follows: 

“The grand jury of the county of 
Franklin, in the name of the com- 
monwealth, accuses Charles Finley, 
of the crime of being accessory be- 
fore the fact to the wilful murder of 
William Goebel, committed as fol- 
lows: 

“The said Charles Finley in the 
said county of Franklin on the 30th 
day of January, 1900, and before the 
finding of this indictment, unlawful- 
ly, wilfully, feloniously and of his 
malice aforethought, and with intent 
to bring about the death and pro- 
cure the murder of William Goebel, 
did conspire with Caleb Powers, F. 
W. Golden, Green Golden, John lL. 
Powers, John W. Davis, W. H. Cul- 
ton, W. S. Taylor, Henry Youtsey, 
James Howard, Berry Howard, Har- 
land Whittaker, Richard Combs and 
Others to this grand jury unknown, 
and did counsel, advise, encourage, 
aid and procure Henry.

LEGRANDE HAS STRONG VIEWS. 


Alabama Doctor Touches the Ques- 
tion of Alcoholism. 
Montgomery, Ala.; April 17.—(Special.) 
Dr. J. C. Legrande, of Birmingham, 
president of the State Medical Associa- 
tion in session here, delivered his an- 
nual address today and complimented 
the state board of health the prac- 
ticabilitvy and economy of its yellow fever 
quarantine service for the past two years 
and advised that a compulsory vaccina- 
tion law was a necessity in Alabama. He 
said typhoid fever, should be included 
among the dangerous contagious dis- 
eases and that statistics and conditions 
concerning it should be gathered by the 
association. He called attention to the 
fact that alcohol had done more than 
any other agency to wreck the health of 
humanity. Prohibition and the dispen- 
sarv had@both failed to attain their dé- 
sired object. He suggested that educa- 
tion with suitable text books 
the evils of alcoholicism was the 
solution. For men who are now inebri- 
ates the state should establish an asy- 
lum, he insisted.

_London, April 18, 4 a. m.—The govern- 
ment has chosen this as the moment to 
publish a dispatch from Lord Roberts 
pronouncing censure upon Sir Redvers 
Buller and Sir Charles Warren, two of 
his most important subordinate com- 
manders. This dispatch, written Feb- 
ruary 13th, has been in the hands of the 
war office for five weeks. Just why it 
is published now, in the middle of the 
campaign, is pot understood, unless it is 
expected that Generals Buller and War- 
ren will ask to be relieved of their com- 
mands. The revelation of their incapac- 
ity must tend to undermine the confi- 
dence of the troops in their leadership. 

Lord Roberts’s dispatch, with the in- 
closures, is the great feature of the Lon- 
don press this morning. In a long edito- 
rial The Daily News speaks of the ‘‘some- 
what appalling language’ of the dispatch, 
and then goes on to say: 

“Upon thg whole, these dispatches are 
disquieting and disheartening in no ordi- 
nary degree. Following immediately 
upon the call of General Gatacre, they 
will create a widespread feeling of un- 
easiness and anxiety.”’ 

The Standard, which is supposed to be 
in the confidence of the government, 
says: 

“It is scarcely likely that the publica- 
tion of Lord Roberts’s dispatch is with- 
out a purpose. It irresistibly suggests 
whether it is not to be followed by fur- 
ther important changes in the south Af- 
rican commands. Painful as such meas- 
ures may be, there must be no hesitation 
in carrying them out if they are required 
in the public interest.’’ 

The Daily Telegraph compliments Lord 
Roberts upon ‘‘not hesitating, where 
great national interests are at stake, to 
wound private susceptibilities.” 

The Daily Chronicle confesses to 
feeling something like consternation when 
reading the extraordinary passages of the 
dispatch.”’ 

The Times says: 

‘“‘Lord Roberts's severe condemnation is 
justified oniy too clearly by the official 
narratives of what took place. The story 
is painful; but it is well for the nation 
and for the army that it snould be told 
clearly and simply, without conceament 
Or exaggeration.

Gainesville Ex-Policeman {s tn a Crit- 
ical Condition. 


HE WAS SHOT TWO TIMES 


‘Before the Shooting Merck Beat 
Evans Up Badly. 


‘PISTOL HANDLED ON THE STREET 


Evans Declines To Discuss the Trou- 
ble Which Led Up to the 
Shooting. 


Gainesville, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)— 
Fd Merck, who was shot yesterday by 
Will Evans, has been lying at his home 
all day lngering between life and death 
with but little hope of recovery. The 
physicians today think that the first 
shot fired by Evans penetrated Merck’s 
bladder, and serious results are almost 
sure from this wound. The other ball 
which took effect shattered Mérck’s left 
arm and three broken pieces of bone were 
extracted from the fractured limb. 

Great excitement prevailed after the 
shooting last night and extra guards 
were placed around the jail by Sheriff 
Mundy, every precaution being taken 
for the protection of the prisoner. Every- 
thing passed off quietly, however, and 
interest centered around the bedside of 
the wounded man. 

Evans at his cell at the jail this morn- 
ing declined to discuss the shooting In 
any way, preferring to keep his own 
counsel. His face was fearfully swollen 
and bruised almost beyond recognition. 

This afternoon Evans was removed to 
the Fulton county jail in Atlanta, having 
been taken from here on the southbound 
vestibuled train by Deputies Landers and 
Eberhardt. In all probability he will be 
kept there until his trial at the July 
term of Hat) superior court. What turn 
his case will take depends upon the vic- 
tim of the shooting. 

In the row between the two men Merck 
beat Evans fearfully, the sidewalk where 
the difficulty occurred being covered with 
Evans's blood, as the result of the blows 
inflicted by Merck. The men were arrest- 
ed then and entered pleas of guilty for 
fighting. 

If was not a great while after the first 
difficulty when Evans passed Latham & 
Son’s market, Merck happening to step 
into the doorway going out at the same 
moment. Bystanders testify that as soon 
as Evans saw Merck he pulled his pistol 
and began firing. The first ball took ef- 
fect in Merck’s abdomen and he turned to 
get out of the way. Evans fired again, 
the second ball striking a brass button 
on the ex-policeman’s uniform about the 
center of the breast. The third shot 
buried itself in a brick wall and as Merck 
ran across the sidewalk the fourth shot 
struck his left arm, shattering it to 
pieces. The fifth ball buried itself in 
a tree On the sidewalk only a few feet 
away. 

When Merck was hit in the arm he 
yelled out and was caught by two by- 
Standers. He never fell, but walked be- 
tween the two men to Dixon’s drug store 
and then to Ryder’s dental office, when 
Drs. Ham and Smith were summoned and 
dressed his wounds. 

There were a number of men near the 
scene of the shooting and some came very 
near being struck by stray balls. Merck 
states that he was so stunned from the 
first shot he could not draw his gun and 
was in a measure paralyzed by the effect 
of the wound. A pistol supposed to be 
his was picked up a few feet from where 
the shooting occurred and near where he 
was caught by the two bystanders.

WAS EIGHTY YEARS OF AGE 


Native of Charleston, He Had Spent 
His Life in Georgia, 


AN ABLE AND DISTINGUISHED EDITOR 


Funeral Was Attended by Confeder- 
ate Veterans and Masonic 
Lodges. 


Americus, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)—Colo. 
nel Charles W. Hancock, one of Americus’ 
oldest and most esteemed citizens, and 
the Nestor of the Georgia press, 
died this morning, aged eighty 
years, Colonel Hancock's health 
bad been failing for some time and 
yesterday his family realized that the end 
was near.

and other western states, and are men of 
intelligence. President Rencher hails 
from Eager, Apache county, Arizona, He 
says the elders under his charge are 
serving the church in response to a call 
for volunteers and are only a fragment 
of an army of #0 who are scattered 
throughtout the southern states, sowing 
the seed of Mormonism. Their southern 
headquarters is at Chattanooga, where 
it has been maintained for 
years, In their home churches the elders 
volunteer for two years’ service each as 
missionaries. They accept this work with- 
out previous preparation, leaving their 
private affairs and business matters in 
the hands of their wives or other mem- 
bers of their families for the period of 
their service. The church supplies them 
with literature for free distribution and 
books to sell. The proceeds from the 
books the elders gan use in p&uying rail- 
road fare. but the rule is to walk, and 
their traveling is mostly all on2foot. Two 
of the pilgrims that I talked ‘with had 
just arrived from Augusta and the entire 
distance of 141 miles had been made on 
foot save nine miles. One of these _ pil- 
grims was Elder Wilford Bennion, whose 
home is at Rockland, Idaho, where he 
owns an extensive cattle ranch. He left 
home in December, 1898, in response to @ 
call from his home chureh to take a 
southern mission. He said he arrangea 
his business affairs before leaving and did 
not expect to get back home before next 
Christmas. He left a wife and one child 
behind, whom he had not seen since, 
though hearing from them at regular in- 
tervals. He came. Chattanooga by rail, 
but on his arrival there he had ‘taken 
his foot in hand’ and had been doing his 
traveling by self locomotion ever since. 
He talked interestingly of his ups and 
downs, and said he was serving his Mas- 
ter through conscientious convictions. He 
a his church was the only true 
aith. 

Elder Rencher says his band of follow- 
ers will ecatter from Hard Labor creek 
immediately after the baptismal rites are 
administered to the new converts Mon- 
day, going into the mountain counties of 
north Georgia, where they will labor 
through the spring and summer months. 

A Talk with the Priest. 

Old man Studdard is a venerable old 
gentleman of seventy Years, and the 
frosts of three score winters and ten have 
left his head as white as cotton. He said 
he had been led into his new faith by the 
“prayers and preachings of the elders,” 
who had been making his home their 
headquarters for the past twelve months, 
as they passed to and fro in their travels. 
He lives in a rough, out-of-the-way place 
a mile off the main highway leading from 
Fairplay to Rutledge, the waters of Hard 
Labor creek flowing just in front of his 
rough, though well built and commodious, 
log house. In appearance the old man 1s 
the typical Georgia cracker, but withal 
has a beaming and kindly eye. He 1s 
susceptible to influence, and in his sim- 
ple honesty, the Mormon elders found In 
him an easy prey. I asked him if any 
of the ministers of the churches in his 
county had ever manifested any interest 
in him, and as he answered, “No; 
they seldom, if ever, visit me,” 
I detected, as I thought, the true reason 
why he had become a Mormon. These 
Mormons had sought him in his out-of- 
the-way home, ‘“‘had prayed with him 
and preached to him,” had “acted like 
gentlemen toward him,’’ as the old man 
expressed it, and -he had yielded to .their 
influence and accepted their teachings 
as his gospel. He can now talk Mormon- 
ism with a glibness of tongue that sur- 
prises everybody, and though bending 
under the weight of seventy years, he Is 
to become an alert and active priest of 
his Latter Day Saints. Old man Stud- 
dard is an honest man. He has a family 
of eight sons and daughters, all married, 
with large families, and some of them 
are already taking on the new faith of 
their father.

Occasionally a mistress has come upon 
a pamphliet_relating to religious matters, 
generally printed on poor paper, in poorer 
type and rarely clean or attractive in 
make-up. The majority of these. paum- 
phlets have had such titles as “A Ff riend- 
ly Discussion Upon Religious Subjects, 
the seeming harmlessness of which has 
not tempted investigation—sometimes 
tracts entitled “‘“A Voice of Warning and 
Instruction to All People,” has been seen 
in the hands of servants, but beyond an 
occasional discovery of this kind, people 
generally have been in utter ignorance 
of the work being done in the cities 
among servant girls by agents of 
Mormon church.

York warned her mistress that she would 
lose two of her hep, and told her that 
they were going away to get married. 
being encouraged by the contidence of her 
Old servant, the mistress asked for par- 
ticulers, and jearned that the two girls 
had been converted by a Mormon, and, 
producing a card, the tétvant said that 
she had his name and address. The name 
was that of an elder, the printed address 
Was Ogden, Utah, and there was a city 
address written tn one corner of the card. 
On the back of the card Were the thirteen 
articles of faith of the Mormons or Latter 
Day Saints. As predicted, both girls gave 
notice, amd, determined to test the sin- 
cerity of their conversion, their mistress 
offered them both a large increase of 
wages to remain in her service. Thay 
would not stay, though they did not at 
first refuse the tempting offer made, nor 
would they tell where they were going to 
live. Neither would they assign any rea- 
son for leaving. 

The’ two classes of domestic help not 
affected by this new factor in the servant 
problem are the Irish Catholies and the 
colored servants. In. no instance yet 
heard of has a Catholic been influenced, 
even by the glowing promises of an inde- 
pendent home and a husbend. 

The servant converts are gathered to- 
gether, it is said, at.several headquarters, 
one of which Is in Greenpoint. and here 
they remain until a party ts made up, 
and they journey west. At this end of ihe 
line they have an easy time of it, except 
that they must remain under the watcn- 
ful cars of the elders. They have no re- 
sponsibility beyond placing themselves 
under the control of those tn authority 
over them, and thetr fortunate situation 
influences others to follow their example 
and join the Mormon churen, 

Whether the Catholle clergy are aware 
of the conversions being Made among ser- 
vant girls is rot known, but it is not 
likely that they have Knowledge of the 
success of the eleers of the Mormon or- 
ganization, ond attribute the dearth of 
domestic help to the rightful cause. Cer- 
tain it is they do not coneern themselves 
with the subject, and have no uneasiness 
regarding their own charges. 

Those whese attentions have been eall- 
ed to the activity of the elders among the 
fervant girls end who have investigated 
the matter find that while their sucec+ss 
is more marked among servant giris than 
other class of working women they 
confine themselves to this one 
lass. They frecuent the @mall stores 
where voung women are emploved und 
seek to know women who earn their own 
livings, partleularly the poorer paid wage 
earners. Thelr quiet persisteney and un- 
varying patient attitude toward women 
nre aids to their success, and they prose- 
lytize continuously.

WALTER WELLMAN TELLS 
SECRET OF DEWEY’S ANGER 


From The Chicago Times-Herald. » 

Washington, April 15.—Tomorrow or next 
day President McKinley will send to con- 
gress a detailed statement concerning the 
failure of the government to pay Admiral 
Dewey $10,000 for his services as a mem- 
ber of the late Philippine commission. 
This $10,000 and the fact that it led 
directly to Admiral Dewey’s announce 
ment af his candidacy for presiden: 18 
now the sensation of the hour. 

On account of the complaints of unjust 
treatment made by Admiral Dewey and 
the possible political consequences of his 
dissatisfaction, senators and representa- 
tives are taking a great interest in the 
matter and are expressing no ond of 
curiosity as to the facts, which up to this 
time have not been prin‘ed in any other 
newspaper than The Times-Herald. 

Fortunately, the report printed by the 
state department and to be transmitted 
to congress Monday or Tuesday will give 
them all the information they desire. The 
report was prepared in response to a 
resolution introduced by Senator Petti- 
crew and adopted by the senaie, asking 
for a detailed statement of the expendi- 
tures of zhe late Philippine commission. 


This repert .will show that each of the 
civilian members of the commission was 
given a compensation of $10,000 for his 
services, but that compensation was with- 
held from Admiral Dewey and Major Gen- 
eral Otis becavse they are officers of the 
United States and thus fall within that 
section of the statutes which forbids 
double con pensation. 

Section 1,763 of the Révised Statutes of 
the United States reads: *“‘No person who 
holds an office, the salary or annual com- 
pensation attached to which ariounts [to 
the sum of $2,500, shall receive compensa- 
tion for discharging the duties of any 
other office, unless expressly authorized 
by law.” 

Section 1,764 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States re-enforces the forego- 
ing with the following provision: No 
allowance or compensation shall be made 
for any extra service whatever which any 
officer or clerk may be required to per- 
form, un'ess expressly authorized by law. 


The report to be sent to the senate will 
show that the law officers of the govern- 
ment, when asked by tne president for 
an interpretation of these stacutes, re- 
plied that in the case of an admiral of the 
navy or a general in the army compens4- 
tion in addition to regular salary is un- 
lawful. 

Admiral Dewey claims that senators and 
representatives have served on commus- 
sions appointed by the president, and have 
been given compensation in addition to 
their salaries, and he cannot see why he 
should be deprived of reward for his 
faithful services as a member of the 
Philippine commission. But there is a 
difference in the eyes of the law between 
officers of the army and navy and mem- 
bers of coi gress in this respect. The lat- 
ter are not regarded as officers of the 
United States, but of the states whica 
they repretrent, 


The report of the expenditures of the 
Philippine commission, with its disclosure 
that Admiral Dewey asked for and was 
denied compensation, may become a po- 
litical sersation. Members of the admin- 
istration are exceedingly sorry that the 
matte- has reached the public, not on 
their own account, but because they are 
disinclined to lend any aid, however inno- 
cent and indirect, to the criticism of Ad- 
miral Dewey which now appears to be 
prevalent. Admiral Dewey's best friends 
think he made the mistake of his life in 
losing his temper over this affair and in 
permitting his resentment against the 
president to lead him to the sudden and 
awkward announcement of his candidacy 
as the best means, in his opinion, for get- 
ting revenge. This regret is shared in a 
most sincere way by members of the ad- 
ministra:ion. 


At the same time there Ys a feeling 
that President McKinley should not be 
blamed for what he could not help. The 
statute which stands between Admiral 
Dewey and the $10,000 upon which he ap- 
pears to have set nis heart was enacted 
years ago, and of course President Mc- 
Kinley is not responsible for that, 

The president was anxious enough to 
give Admiral Dewey the money, and, if 
he could have found support from the 
attorney general or the comptroller of the 
treasury as to his powers under the law,

But here in Washington, where Admiral 
Dewey has long been known, he jis not 
criticised as sharply as he may be in other 
parts of the country, for here there is a 
very general knowledge of the influence 
to which he has been subjected ever since 
he returned from the east. His character 
is Khown Lere too. He has a hot, quick 
temper, and is noted for his bluntness of 
speech.

Rico Mr. Kohlsaat has been unremitiingly 
severe and aggressive in condemning the 
president's course, and what stand he 
will ultimately take in the campaign 
which is now beginning to open up re- 
mains to be seen. Recently The Sunday 
Pest, an independent newspaper, of Den- 
ver, Col., made Mr. Kohlsaat the subject 
of an extended editorial, and among other 
things observed: 

“Mr. Koh'saat was one of those who 
snatched the too confiding McKinley from 
the very jaws cf bankrupicy, rehabilitated 
him as a presidential possibility and re. 
established his commercial credit with an 
cutlay of 118,000 cold American dollars. 


No one could and no one did stand closer 


to the white house when MchKinley en- 
tered it as its temporary master three 
years ago. Mr. Kohlisaat was happily 
placed in his relations to the new opresi- 
dent. He had helped save his honor and 
he had vastly helped to place him on the 
political pinnacle to which all great Amer- 
icans aspire. He was still in a position to 
render him incalculable service, while in 
turn he asked nothing, for he had no per- 
sonal amtitions which the president could 
hope to further or help to gratir:’. 

“One of the sensations of the day was 
sprung when Mr. Kohisaat, tn 1895, pur- 
chaser The Chicago Herafd, an extremely 
able and foreeful democratic paper which 
James W. Scott, recently dead, had made 
conspicuous. There was even more sur- 
prise when this was followed by the pur- 
chase of The Chicago Times, founded by 
Storey, but then owned by Carter Harri- 
son, and their consolidation under the 
present title of The Chicago Times-Herald, 
The Times had represented the snort- 
haired element in the democrati« party, 
The Herald John R. Walsh and the bank- 
ing and commercial elements. Mr. Kohl- 
seat made his hyphenated paper independ- 
ent, with strong republican leanings. His” 
investments represent all of two million 
dollars. He was not a professional news- 
paper man, but he Was and is a man 
of high ideals and lofty principles. The 
tone of his mind is feminine in delicacy 
and purity, but it is altogether masculine 
in its strength and vigor. He knows’ 
nothing of indirection or finesse. The plain 
path of his duty, as he sees it, he follows 
unfalteringly. 

‘In the truest and best sense Mr. Kohl- 
Saat is a nan of ths people—not in the 
sense either of a demagegue or self- 
seeker, but as one who will defen: to the 
last ditch—and that tota'ly regardless of 
personal cost—a dangercus irvasion of 
popular rights or a manifest infraction 
of constitutional privileges. The fight 
which he is making upon the Porto Rican 
bill is therefore doubly significant; first, 
because of Mr. Kohlsaat’s known intimate 
relations with the governing powers, and 
secondly, because of the personal charac- 
ter, tested courage and high ideals of the 
man. To what lengths this opposition 
may ultimutely carry him the logic of 
events can alone determine, but in the 
meantime no man and no newspaper in 
the United States is doing more to loos2n 
the hold of the republican party on the 
people of the middle west. for no man is 
placing his opposition upon a_ iloftier 
plane.’’

CHATTANOOGA FIRM PROTESTS. 


©. W. Hill Declares Council Is Not 
Giving Him a Fair Deal. 

Charlies W. HMfl, representing the firm 
of Walsh & Weidner, of Chattanooga, 
which made the lowest bid for the two 
riew boilers to be purchased by the city, 
writes the following card: 

Editor Constitution—The Constitution of yes- 
terday morning had several paragraphs per- 
taining to the action of council in passing a 
resoulution requesting the board of water com- 
missioners that they award the contract for 
boilers at Hemphill station No. 2 to the Atlanta 


Machine Works. 

Now, the suggestion of council, embodied 
in a resolution, must of itself carry great 
weight, but the city council in passing this 
resolution seems not to have known the facts 
in the case. Had they done, so, as fair bus- 
iness men, they could not have indorsed the 


resolution passed. 

The representative of Walsh & Weidner 
heard @ speech by one of the members of 
council, in which the honorable gentleman was 
misinformed in regard to the test and inspec- 
tion of these boflers, and the councilman 
stated that the cost of sending a man to the 
factory several times to inspect these boilers 
would more than offset the addigfonal amount 
wanted by the home institution, etc. It was 
the intention of the representative, asking the 
privilege of the floor, to call the gentleman's 
attention to the fact that printed specifications 
sent out by the city of Atlanta took care of 
his argument. 

There is a side of justice and fairness to 
this transaction, and while the work has ceased 
to be a desirable contract on account of money 
and time expended in the endeavor to secure 
the business, a sense of honor prompts parties 
interested to fight same through. There is a 
history back of this affair, and the writer shall 
briefly lay this before you to the best of his 
ability. 

Atlanta is familiar with the facts leading 
up to the advertisement. An appropriation of 
$7,500 was asked for to put in place this new 
battery of boilers. Some of the members of 
the council] thought that boilers could be bought 
for less, and the difference between the above 
figure and $6,150, namely $1,350, shows their 
right thinking. Bids were advertised to be 
opened at I2 o'clock, April II, 1900, on boil- 
ers as per printed specifications, which called 
for boilers and fitting without brick work and 
without steam connections. The advertisement 
called for a certified check to the amount of 
$500 to be attached to bid as a mark of 
good faith. Bids were opened by the water 
commissioners and there were a good many 
before the board. The bid of the Atlanta Ma- 
chine Works was $4,070. The bid of another 
concern was $3,599. The bid of Walsh & 
Weidner was $3,325, there being a difference 
of $745 in favor of the last named firm 
over the Atlanta firm's price, and $274 over 
the other firm's price, hence Walsh & Weidner 

entitled to the award of the contract. 
» parties bidding $3,599 put .in an informal 
bid of $6,500 for doing a complete job, includ- 
ing brick work and steam fitting and this 
bid the board of commissioners was inclined 
to consider, with a result that the whole mat- 
ter was referred to the finance committee of 
the city couneil for final consideration, fefer- 
ence carrying with it a recommendation that 
the bid of $6,500 be accepted. It is to be 
noticed in this connection that this bid was 
informal, as it was not called for in adver- 
tisement.

Not- 
withstanding the unanimous action of the 
finance committee, heir report to 
the general council failed to 
any recommendation as to contractcrs, and 
only proposed to make the appropriation based 
on Walsh & Weidner’s figures. After thea 
adoption of the report of the finance commit- 
tee the resolution referred to was adopted. The 
gentleman proposing the resolution is a mem- 
ber of the finance committee and, as a member 
of the committee, had voted for giving the 
contract to the lowest bidder. Councilmen 
Rawson and Roy stood up and opposed the res- 
olution. They are members of the finance 
committee and knew the situation. 

The awarding of this contract now rests 
with the board of water commissioners, which 
meets at 3 o'clock this afternoon, and do the 
good citizens of Atlanta propose to let this 
contract go to other than those entitled to 
Same?
